A hunter of Corona who decided he 
would try out a couple of Chinese 
ringneck pheasants, is in jail in San 
Bernardino county in default of $1500 
bail, acording to reports reaching the 
executlye offices of the Fish and 
Game Commission. The birds were 
killed on April 19 and shortly after- 
wards Deputy W. C. Malone nailed 
the offender and brought him into 
court where he was agsessed a fine 
of $300 or ninety days in jail. When 
the defendant appealed the case, figur- 
ing the sentence was to stiff, the 
judge fixed the bail at $1500 and at 
the last reports he was still in the 
“bastile.

The rat- 
ing was established through employ- 
ment: of the Strayer & Englehart 
system, which showed a score of 892 
points out of a possible 1000. The 
tax experts declared less than 8 per 
cent of American high schools nave 
a rating as high. The Strayer & 
Englehardt system takes into consid- 
eration only the physical condition 
of the plant, not the scholarship.

New Gears for Planes 
Climbing in Rare Air 


I.ynn, Mass.—The addition of two 
gears anda small “{mpeller” to an 
airplane engine now makes possible 
higher power at all altitudes, which 
in turn means higher speeds or 
heavier loads, This {s accomplished 
with a built-in supercharger developed 
at the research laboratory of the Gen- 
eral Electric company here, after the 
design of Dr. S. A. Moss, it was an- 
nounced recently. 

Previously the supercharger has 
only been used extensively In military 
airplanes, and then only as an at- 
tachment, but now several large man- 
ufacturers of engines have adopted 
the new supercharger as an integral 
part of their motors built for com. 
mercial planes. 

“The supercharger does exactly the 
same for the airplane engine as the 
oxygen tank does for the pilot when 
flying at high or unusual altitudes,” 
“At 20,000 feet 
there !s but half as much Yxygen in 
the atmosphere as at sea level. An 
ordinary engine loses power rapidly 
as {it ascends, but with the. super- 
charger in use this 1s not the case.”

/Leaf Hopper Found to 


Spread Yellows Disease. 


New York.—Just as yellow fever fs 
due to an invisibly small germ or 
virus carried from person to person 
by an insect so are some of the most 
serlous and destructive iiinesses of 
plants due to invisibly small germs 
carried from plant to plant by an in- 
sect, 

In a report to the Engineering 
Foundation Dr, L. O. Kunkel, plant 
pathologist at the Boyce ‘Thompson 
Institute for Plant Research, Yonkers, 
tells how a little gray insect, the as- 
ter leaf hopper, spreads the yellows 
disease of asters by first biting sick 
plants and then, after the virus has 
had ten days to Incubate in its {n- 
terior, biting healthy ones and plant- 
Ang. the infection, in,atheir tissues, 

Carries It to Fifty Others. 

The same leaf hepper that trans- 
mits yellows to the China aster also 
carries it to more than fifty other 
species of wild and cultivated plants. 
Lettuce {is one of the most Important 
hosts of aster yellows, On this plant 
ft has long heen known tn the South- 
west as the Rio Grande disease and 
in New York and other eastern states 
as the white heart disease. In the 
winter yellows lives on perenntal 
weed hosts. During the summer, when 
the carrier leaf hopper is very active. 
it spreads rapidly to susceptible an- 
nual plants, such as the China aster 
and lettuce. 

Spread of aster yellows and its host 
range depend largely on the likes and 
dislikes of the aster leaf hopper. The 
African. marigold is quite susceptible 
but seldom takes the disease even 
when grown adjacent to yellowed as- 
ter plants, The leaf hopper does not 
like the marigold and seldom feeds 
upon it when other plants are avail 
able. If confined In a cage contain- 
ing only marigold§ plants. hunger 
drives {t to feed upon them and they 
readily take the disease. Tt* fs for- 
tunate that although wheat and other 
cereal crops are favorite hosts of this 
leaf hopper they are immune to the 
yellows. 

Disease Known Only Here. 

The aster leaf hopper is thought to 
have been accidentally introduced 
into the United States from Europe 
fifty or more years ago. Although it 
is prevalent in Europe and the Orient, 
where the China aster is extensively 
grown, the aster yellows disease is 
known only in America. Thus a dis- 
ease which is apparently endemic in 
America has been rendered much 
more serious through the Importa- 
tom. gf aw European teaf hopper, and 
of an oriental plant, the China aster, 

No satisfactory means ts known of 
controlling the aster leaf hopper, but 
the yellows which it spreads can be 
held in check by digging out all In- 
fected perennial weed hosts in the 
vicinity of the field to be protected 
and by destroying all diseased an- 
nuals as soon as observed. A _ yel- 
lowed plant is a menace to nearby 
healthy plants Just as a malaria pa- 
tient is a menace to a healthy com. 
munity tn a region infested with the 
Anopheles mosquito. 


Find Old Roman Town 


on Farm in Britain 
London.—Recent discoveries in and 
around the town of Stockbridge, 
Hampshire, have led archeologists to 
believe that the site of a former Ro- 
man town has been discovered. 
In 1924 Ernest Barnard discovered 
on his 850-acre farm the foundations 
of two Roman baths and three villas. 


He has since unearthed the positions’ 


of over a dozen other Roman build- 
ings. 

Among the more recent discoveries 
are several hundred copper coins, 
parts of a tortulse-sheti necklace, an 
oyster opener, a razor, a quantity of 
broken pottery and two ‘Byinding 
stones, ‘ 

Barnard has also. discovered what 
he believes to have been a Roman 
vineyard, with terraces cut {n the ris- 
ing upland. Further finds were two 
huge stones, probably forming the 
bases of pillars of the entrance gates 
of an imposing Roman building. 

Roman bricks have been found bullt 
into the walls of an Elizabethan cot- 
tage in the town, while in the neighbor- 
ing village of Kings Somborne several 
people have collected quite a show of 
Roman and early British relics. 

Such fmportance ts attached to the 
discoveries that a British museum ex- 
pert fs making a pergonal investiga- 
tion,

FEW years ago “park,” meant 
a@ relatively small city breath- 
ing space of lawns and flower 
beds. Then it came to mean 
also a great preserve by the federal 
government, where some major scenic 
wonder was dedicated for the people 
of the nation. Now the term also in- 
cludes the growing number of res- 
ervations by states where scenic beau- 
ties, points of historic !nterest, or 
quiet woodlands or meadows are saved 
from private exploitation and set 
apart for the pleasure of everyday 
folk in search of an hour’s or a day’s 
or a week’s vacation and enjoyment of 
Nature. 


Forty-three states have now estab- 
Ushed moré than six hundred state 
parks and forests. Scattered all over 
the country, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from the Canadian border 


they range in size from a modest 
homestead, a military camp site, and 
an old trading post in western states, 
to New York’s huge Adirondack park, 
‘more that 1,850,000 acrés in extent. 
Thus there is growing up in. the 
United States a graded system of 
parks owned .by towns and cities, 
counties, statés, and the nation, so 
that the traveler is seldom out of easy 
reach of a publicly owned. recreation. 
place. 

Undoubiediy the automobile has 
been an {important Influence for the 
building up of state parks. As the 
cities have. grown and absorbed more 
and more people from rural sections 
where they lived close to Nature, the 
periodic call of the woods and the 
open spaces, the rivers and lakes and 
mountains has heen atronger than 
ever. The automobile has made it 
possible to heed this call and the 
states have not been slow to realize 
that while the great national parks 
serve many able to travel long dis- 
tances, there must be other parks for 
those having only brief vacations or 
able to travel only short distances, 


Leads In State Parks. 


New York has gone farther than any 
other state in furnishing recreational 
and conservational areas. Its far-flung 
Parks and forests constitute the 
greatest state park system in the 
country, covering approximately 2,15v,- 
000 acres. The state owes its for- 
ward position in the park fleld to its 
large population and wealth, its con- 
gested cities, whose people. demand 
breathing space, and to the early 
growth of public opinion and govern- 
mental understanding. 

The first scenic state park in the 
East was created in New York in 
1885- when the Amertean side of Ni- 
agara falls was set aside for a pub- 
lc reservation. Thus set to thinking 
about conservation, the stete took a 
second important step the same year 
by putting an end to the sale of its 
forest land in the Adirondacks. ‘This 
marked the beginning of the great wil- 
derness park now over two million 
acres in extent. 


Strangely enough the Far West 
where there was nv urban popniation 
had led the way toward the establish- 
ment of state parks many years be- 
fore. Other states hati set apart. me- 

als-early in the Nineteenth cen 
tury. But the first iarge-scale Park 
planned to preserve natura! beauties 
was the Yosemite valley, made into a 
gtate park by California in 1865. This 
remained the premier state park until 
1895, when it was taken over by the 
federe] 
park. 

Philanthropy, the realization of the 
esthetic values of scenery,.and of the 
health values tn outdoor life, have not 
been the only forces that have ad-

park. A number of the states are rec- 
ognizing the value of the parks to 
motor travelers. 

Like the federal government in its 
national parks, several states have 
seen the desirability of adding to the 
comfort of visitors to state parks by 
building in each a small well-equipped 
hotel, with moderate-priced accommo- 
dations. Such hotels have been bufit 
in practically all Indiawa parks, and 
Kentucky {s building a hotel at its 
Natural Bridge park. 

Even now it is possible for a mo- 
torist striking west from the Atlantic 
seaboard to add interest to his trip 
by visiting numerous parks along the 
way. Starting from New York city, 
he may almost immediately enter the 
Palisades Interstate park along the 
Hudson. 
park may be visited, and in the center 
of the state are numerous small parks 
in the Finger Lake region. Westward 
in Livingston and Wyoming counties ia 
1,000-acre Letchwork park, including 
the three famous Portage falls. South- 
western New York’s wilderness park, 
‘many thousands of acres in extent, {1s 
in Oattarangns. county. 

Tf a route fs taken throngh Pennsy!- 
vania the traveler enters the second 
among the states {n areas of public 
land devoted to conservation and rec- 
reation. In this state the forest re- 
serves are the backbone of the sys- 
tem. They include 1,181,277 acres. 
Within the forests are special tracts 
known as state forest parks main- 
tained for tourists and” plcnickers. 
These are scattered over the state near. 
the principal highways. Valley Forge, 
of course, has been set aside among 
the points of historic interst as a 
state park. 

In the states farther south parks 
are not numerous. Maryland has six 
state forests, some of which are in 
the extreme western portion of the 
state. Only the Patapsco State forest, 
a few miles west of Baltimore, is so 
situated that it fs accessible to large 
numbers of recreation seekers. 


Virginia Has\Only One. 


Virginia has yet to build a system 
of state parks. At present it has only 
one, @ forest 588 acres in extent, near 
the center of the state, in Prince Ed- 
ward county. The establishment of 
the proposed national parks among 
the mountains of the state will douht- 
less stimulate the growth of subsid- 
lary parks, 

North Carolina has only two state 
parks, ‘one, the summit of Mount Mit- 
chell, highest peak east of the Misstis- 
sipp!, and the other the remains of 
Fort Macon, together with two miles 
of ocean beach. Georgia has no for- 
ests or parks, but has created a state 
hoard of forestry, which will acquire 
lands, 

If the Lincoln highway ts followed, 
after crossing {nto Ohio several of the 
state “reservoir parks,” formerly con- 
nected with the canal system, will be 
found within easy reach. The two 
largest of these are in western Ohto, 
one southeast and the other southwest 
of Lima. 

Indiana has a state park and forést 
system which conserves exceptional 
types of scenic beauty of the Middle 
West. Most.notable fs an area of the 
remarkable sand dunes at the south 
end of Lake Michigan. The Lincoln 
highway and various other highways 
entering Chicago pass close to this 
unique park.
